PARIS, August

Britain’s war allies and a frank es­ 
pousal of the German cause. It ia

*Oraay it ia held that the document

LONDON, August 13—The British 
note to France and Belgium, in which 
the Baldwin government says it re­ 
gards the Ruhr occupation as illegal 
under the Versailles treaty, but is 
witling to submit the point to arbi­ 
tration, has made a very deep impres­ 
sion here. 
For most part it is regarded 
as 
creating a new situation which may 
have serious developments. 
Even where the government action 
is approved the plain-spoken phrase- 
eology of the note causes astonish­ 
ment, although that asto^wnment was 
mingled with satisfaction that the gov­ 
ernment used language which the com­ 
mentators endorsed. 


LONDON, August 13—The German 
government has announced, says a 
central News dispatch from Berlin, 
that the stoppage of reparations con­ 
tributions to France and Belgium will 
be extended to all the allies, as other 
wise the financial reform of Germany 
is impossible. 


PARIS, August 
18—The 
French 
franc dropped below 18 to the dollar 
today for the first time, the quotation 
averaging 18 francs 1 1-2 centimes. 
This the fifth successive low mark 
registered in the past week. The pre­ 
vious low was 17:41 to the dollar in 
November 1021. 
LONDON, August 13—Sanquinary 
fighting between the Communists and 
the militia occurred today in 
Seitz, 
Saxony, according to a Central News 
dispatch from Berlin. A large body of 
Communists stormed, the town 
hall, 
occupied by the soldiers, and there 
was considerable fighting 
in 
the 
Streets. The bodies of nine Communists 
were recovered. Thirty were injured 
and many of the troops were wounded 
the message said.

“ Rev. Strong lives with his family 
near Athens 
at 
present

been preaching for local Presbyterian 
congregations of late. 
Last night Rev. Strong preached to 
a good sized congregation from the 
text: “Behold the Man” the words of 
Pilate, the Roman Governor, who had 
delivered Christ to the people-mob of 
Jerusalem to work their will upon. 
It was suggested that Pilate hoped 
tb gain pity for Christ by showing his 
abused and beaten body to the mob 
after Pilate had had Christ scourged, 
but the mob was heartless and cried 
out all the more to crucify the Savior. 
Sunday morning Rev. Strong preach 
ed on the “Transfiguration” follow­ 
ing the meeting of the Westside Sun­ 
day school, as led at the present time 
by Mr. and Mrs. O. J. Thomas and B. 
Crawford. 
, 
» Following his historical sketch of 
the events leading up to the “Transfig­ 
uration” Rev. Strong named the tri­ 
umvirate in the famous scene 
as 
Moses, Elias, and Christ. 
In an able manner the preacher 
showed that Moses stood for law, fen* 
man and divine, Elias, for religious 
belief, the home and the state, while 
the Christ was shown to represent all 
life, and as the “way the truth and ths 
life.” 
Toward the last of his sermon in 
urging open confession of Christ and 
personal support for him, the min­ 
ister Itated that the father of Presi­ 
dent Coolidge was or had been at 


least an elder in the Presbyterian 
church, U. S. A. 
The preacher added that he had al­ 
ways understood hat President Cool­ 
idge himself was also a Presbyterian 
but that he was not sure of that. 
A striking story was told of an am­ 
bassador of Japan saying that dur­ 
ing the whole time of his stay in 
America only one man had asked him 
accept Christ. The preacher said 
to 
that if Christ was light and life as 
we are taught, it was the duty of all 
to proclaim Him, and to encourage 
others to accept Him. 
Moses the first of the triumvate of 
the transfiguration was described as 
royal training in Egypt and practi- yesterday and 
“good and great ’ and as having had 
cal training in the Arabian desert. 
The part Moses played in the trans­ 
mission of human and divine law was 
magnified by the speaker, who also 
urged strict observance of all the laws. 
In speaking of the present apparent 
slump in respect for laws the speak­ 
er said such a state of affairs prophe­ 
sied evjlg for the present and future. 
The ten commandments were declared 
to be God’s laws and a number of 
tRem were explained and their rela­ 
tion to life ^pointed out. 
In speaking of the place of Elias, 
the preacher said that religion should 
bind us back to God, and that if it did 
not do so, it was one of no more value 
than a mere superstition. The intimate 
relation of religion, the home, 
the 
state and the nation was discussed ably 
by the preacher. “It is not only our 
duty to accept Christ in our hearts, 
but it is also our duty to recommend 
Him to others” was an expression of 
Rev. Strong, in explaining the place 
and power of Christ in the individual 
life and in the life of the natiofru * 


The Southern Oil Company will 
have s whole ear load of army 
worm poison here on Tuesday, 
stated Dare Perkins, the manager 
at noon time today. 


Like «11 other warfare the one in 
Morgan County and throughout the 
Tennessee Valley was' carried on over 
the Sabbath, yesterday* being the bus* 
iest day so far 
in 
the 
campaign 
against the army worms now attack­ 
ing all along the Une, in tho cotton 
fields of fhis section at the state. 
The supply of calcium arsenate 
wired for late Saturday by the two 
cotton oil mills of the Twin Cities 
arrived on Louisville and Nashville 
train No. 2 Sunday, and ten thousand 
pounds of the supply was sold and In 
part put on the cotton fields of this 
section before the setting of the sun 
This morning, according to report 
of f . S. Hunt, manager of the home 
Oil Mill, all the supply to arrive yes­ 
terday has already been used up and 
more army worm poison has 
been 
wired for, with the expectation that it 
will arrive here Tuesday morning. . 
Mr. Hunt stated that practically all 
fields in this section had 
been entered by the army worm, and 
that some fields were destined to be 
ruined unless very vigorous action 
was taken immediately. 
It was stated that the rainy weath­ 
er tended to impede the progress of 
the fanner soldier who are now at 
the battle front against the invader. 
The worm thrives best where there is 
dampness and he 
most 
generally 
makes his appearance in the low ly­ 
ing damp parts of the cotton fields. 
The worm appears first as a fly 
stated J. C. Ford., Morgan County 
farm agent. The fly transforms into 
the regular army worm, and after a 
short period the worms, after having 
fed to their heart’s content on cot­ 
ton leaves, curl themselves together 
ing groups and soon become trans­ 
formed again into the parent “army 
flies” and these in turn become the 
active army worm, and so on as long 
as the pests have the wherewith all 
to feed upon. 
As the Louisville and 
Nashville 
train came through Hartselle yester­ 
day, according to ir prearrangement 
made with the Home Oil Mill, a thou* 
and pounds of the calcium arsenate, 
bound for the Twin Cities, was taken 
off and apportioned to farmers near 
Hartselle. 
It was stated by officials at both 
the Home Oil Mill and at the Southern 
Cotton Oil Mill that much* of the local 
supply of army worm poison was sold 
distributed upon the 
cotton plants on the same day, in 
every instance cash being paid by the 
consumer, as no profit whatsoever is 
being charged by the distributors. 
The device recommended by county 
farm agent J. C. Ford, for shaking 
the poison upon the cotton plants, 
where no machine is used, was de­ 
scribed as follows by one who saw 
the “device” as made here Saturday by 
Mr. Ford: A straight smooth board 
ab’oW foiir inches wide and near an 
inch thick, *and just íong enough to 
reach from the crest of one cotton 
row to the crest of the next row, is 
fashioned, then its maker takes thin­ 
ly woven cloth and on either end of 
the board referred to is tacked a pock­ 
et all of cloth about the size of and 
the shape of a common building brick. 
The pocket thus made is then 
filled 
with calcium arsenate, and the sol­ 
dier detached to kiH as many of the 
“enemy4* as possible proceeds along 
the cotton rows and shakes the poi­ 
son down upon the defenseless army 
worms as he walks along in the “mid­ 
dle” between the cotton rows.

Warreñ S. Stone, president of the 
Brotherhood of Engineers, when ask­ 
ed if his general chairmen would join 
the firemen in a joint request fdr 1ft- 
creased wages, said that the law» of 
his organization did not call for the 
convening of general chairmen tie In­ 
augurate a wage movement, as did the 
rule of the otner brotherhoods and 
that no similar action was contem­ 
plated at present. 
The amount of the pay increase to 
be asked of the railroad» will be de­ 
termined by 
he general chairmen, 
Mr, Robertson said. 
The firemen were given a cut of 
approximately 12 1-2 per cent by the 
labor board on July 1, 1921, Mr. Rob­ 
ertson said.
